left goalkeeper Ramon Quiroga helpless and ended Peru's 
hopes of reaching the final. 

After snuffing out Peru’s early attacks, Poland dominated 
play with midfielders Kazimierz Deyna and Zbigniew Boniek 
moving up powerfully to support the three strikers. 
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from behind to draw 2-2 with West Germany 
and establish themselves as favorites to 
reach the World Cup final from their group. 


But Dutch joy at snatching a 
precious point was cut short when 
forward Dick Nenninga was sent 
off two minutes from the end. 

Nanninga, who had been on the 
pitch only 10 minutes after sub- 
stituting for Piet Widschut, was 
expelled by Uruguayan referee 
Roman Barreto for arguing. 

Nanninga left the fleld 
shaking his head in disbellef 
to the jeers and whistles of a crowd 
which was equally bewildered by 
the referee's decision. 

The referee had originally 
pointed the red card at Rob 
Rensenbrink, and while the Dutch 
payers surrounded him to protest, 

iene van de Kerkhof went over to 
the team bench to try to get some 
guidance there. and to explain. 

Van de Kerkhof returned and 
Nanninga went off, but although 
the game had been held up for 
about three minutes, the referee 
added scarcely more than a 
minute to normal time before he 
whistled the game to an end. 

Nanninga, questioned later 
about his expulsion, said: “1! 
pointed out to the referee that 
Hoelzenbein had poked me onthe 
nose. He simply produced his 
yellow card to warn me. | laughed 
at the absurdity of it and he then 
produced a red card.” 

The will automatically 
tule Nenninga out of Holland's 
game against Italy tomorrow 
(Thureday) but the Dutch have so 
far been notably successful at 
bringing in replacements without 
weakening the team. 

The re-run of the 1974 final 
when West Germany won 2-1 
looked likely to have the same 
ending when Dieter Mueller netted 





in the 69th minute to put the 
Germans 2-1 up. 

But Holland, fighting ferociously, 
equalised through Rene van de 
Kerkhof in the 63rd minute. 

Rude Abramezik had put West 
Germany ahead in the second 
minute and Arie Haan hit the first 
Dutch equaliser in the 27th minute. 

The two Dutch goals were the 
first conceded by the Germans In 
the tournament. Goalkeeper Sepp 
Maler had kept his goal intact dur- 
ing the previous four matches. 

Holiand now head group “A” 
from Hayapoth teams having three 
points. West Germany are third 
with two points. 

But Holland, with seven goals to 
their credit, have a clear advantage 
in goal difference which could 
eventually decide the outcome in 
this group. 

A draw with Italy will probably be 
enough to put Holland in the final 
unless West Germany can beat 
Austria by a wide margin. 

The winning goal was scored by 
Willy van de Kerkhof, who had 
been booked In the seventh 
minute after two fouls on West 
German Rudi Abramezik In quick 
succession. : 

Van de Kerkhof redeemed 
himself to the delight of Dutch fans 
In the windswept Cordoba stadium 
when he tucked away a shot into 
the far corner of the net which 
despairing West German Bernd 
Hoelzenbein could only help on its 
way into the net with a flailing fist 
as he careered back in a vain at- 
tempt to Make good a lapse by 
Sepp Maler. 

Mailer was booked for protesting 
against the goal, and West Ger- 
many’s hopes of a decisive win to 
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get them through their second 
round groups took a puncturing, 

Three minutes later the Dutch 
came close to winning it when a 
free kick from Arie Haan struck a 
post but the referee made him 
retake it because he was not ready. 
The second time Haan's shot can- 
noned harmlessly in to the defen- 
sive wall. 

West Germany could not have 
hoped for a better start to the 
game after going ahead in the se- 
cond minute through Abramezik. 
Dieter Mueller had been brought 
down by Dutch captain Ruud Krol 
Just outside the box. 

Rainer Bonhof thrashed in a 
hard low free kick which bounced 
off the legs of Dutch goalkeeper 
Plet Schrijvers fo fall In the 
path of the oncoming Abramezik 
who banged it home for his firat 
goal In international soccer. 

It reversed the pattern of the 
1974 final when it was the Dutch 
who took the lead within minutes of 
the kick off, Johan Neeskens put- 
ting them ahead with an early 
penalty. 

The Dutch hit back after this ear- 
ly setback but their long-range ef- 
forts looked more speculative than 
dangerous until the 26th minute 
when Arle Haan hit a drive from full 
25 metres to beat goalkeeper 
Maier, who was rooted to the 
ground. 

The ball shaved Maier’s right 
hand post and the goal was the 
first West Germany had conceded 
in their five matches here so far. 

The Dutch looked the more 
menacing In the early stages of the

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Germans seemed to nave lost their 
grip on the game they came back 
with an unexpected goal. 

Bernd Hosizenbein took a quick 
free kick before the Dutch had time 
to gather themselves. The ball 
went to Erich Beer, who caused 
the Dutch a lot of problems, and 
Beer worked a high cross from the 
left flank which Dleter Muller 
steered past goalkeeper Schri- 
vera’ despairing dive to the right 

Three minutes later Johnny Rep 
sent in a searing shot which 
scorched the crossbar, but the 
Germans came back and it looked 
as though they would hold out until 
the Dutch made a shrewd substitu- 
tlon which paved the way for their 
equaliser. 

Manager Ernst Happel took off 
Piet Wildschut who had had a 
good game in the back four and 
brought on Dick Nanninga as an 
extra attacker 12 minutes from the 
end.

neither side possessed a com- 
manding figure like Johan Cruyff 
or Franz Beckenbauer, who 
stamped their personalities on the 
1974 tournament 

In the first half West Germany 
played well in midfield with Bonhof, 
Beer and Hoelzenbein, so that the 
injured Heinz Flohe and Herbert 
Zimmermann were scarcely mis- 
sed. 

Fiohe, who has left for home, 
pulled a hamstring in Germany's 
goalless draw against Italy in the 
opening match of the second 
round. Zimmerman had an ankle 
injury. 

The West Germans also had to 
do without Klaus Fischer who 
twisted the top of his spine In train- 
ing. But the substitutes did well, 
Abramezik and Dieter Muller scor- 
ing both the side's goals. 

Neither side turned in a display 
of World Cup winning potential and 
both defences lacked composure 
under pressure. 

The Dutch had injury problems 
like the West Germans, and sorely 
missed the midfield vision and 
power of Neeskens. 

Afterwards Haan said he did not 
believe the West Germans were as 
good as they were four years ago 
and added that he was astonished 
at the number of times they lost 
possession. 

Dutch manager Ernst Happel 
hinted he might make a team 
change for the match against Italy, 
though it was not clear whether any 
of histinjured stars would be back 
in action. 

Wast German manager Helmut 
Schoen sald: “It was a dramatic 
match and one of the best in the 
tournament so far. | think It was a 
fair result.”

It claims, for example, that 
coach Cesar Menottl reaches the 
nadir of both his intellectual and 
emotional cycles this month, and 
that the final match on June 25 — if 
Argentina makes it — will be 
played on days when Menotti’s 
decision-making abilities are at low

Ricardo Villa of Argentina. 


It was surprising no-one was 
sent off 


The result left the Group “B" 
qualifier for the final on June 25 to 
be decided by tomorrow’s (Thur- 
sday’s) matches in which Argen- 
tina play Peru and Brazil meet 
Poland 


Although Brazil head the group 
on superior goal difference, Argen- 
tina look to have an easier task. 


Before the match, Argentina 
with Its brilliant attack reinforced 
by the return of Leopoldo Luque, 
had been expected to overwhelm 
their neighbours, who have been 
struggling to find top form 
throughout these finals. 


Luque took over from the out-of- 
form Rene Houseman after an ap- 
parent bluff over the past few days 
in which team officials said they felt 
he might not be ready. 


The only other Argentine change 
for the match was the replacement 
of Daniel Valencia by Oscar Ortiz 
in midfield 


Hrazilian striker Roberto 
retained his place in preference to 
Reinaldo, with Chicao coming into 
the attack to take over from Cerezo 
who had muscle trouble 


Argentina had the backing of 
one of football's most fanatically 
partisan crowds which had been 
expected to put the Brazilians even 
more out of their stride. 


Instead, Brazit played better 
than at any time In the tournament, 
with long crossfield passes and 
brilliantly rapid combinations 
which had the Argentine defence in 
panic for the first 15 minutes. 


But slowly, under the influence 
of the confident Daniel Passarella, 
they found their rhythm and soon 
the Brazilians were resorting to 
rough and often dangerous 
tackles 


The tension of the match ex- 
ploded in the very first minules as 
both sides were gullty of ankle tap- 
ping and the Brazilians floored 
Daniel Bertoni and then Luque 


The Brazilians, however, settled 
down more quickly, maintaining 
possession and forcing the Argen- 
tines to chase wildly for the ball 


After four minutes Brazil got 
their first scoring chance from a 
free kick 25 metres out but 
Roberto fired the shot straight at 
Fillol. 


The Brazilians continued to use 
any method available to stop their 
opponents and Marlo Kempes, 
Oscar Ortiz, Daniel Bertoni and 
Osvaide Ardiles were all brought 
down in swift succession as they 
made tracks for goal 


But the Argentines were finding 
their rhythm and after 12 minutes 
Kempes tested Leao with a superb 
first-time shot from 35 metres 


Four minutes later the Brazilians 
produced their most dangerous 
move so far as Mendonca floated 
across to Direceu who headed on 
for Roberto, who was just beaten 
to the ball by Fillol. 

At the other end Kempes tested 
Leso again with a powerful drive 
before Gil and Fillol scrambling to 
get down to a low shot after a 
defensive: error 
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long balt to open up the game and 
move the action from ome end of 
the pitch to the other in a matter of 
seconds 


Halfway through the first period, 
Argentina were beginning to geton 
top with Kempes, Luque and Ber- 
toni a constant danger anywhere 
near the Brazillian penalty area. 


Thirty-four minutes into the 
game, Edinho came on for 
Rodrigues Neto who injured his 
right knee when he fell awkwardly 
after challenging Berton! for a high 
ball 


Two minutes later the Brazilian 
defence was again in trouble witha 
high ball and Bertoni seized the 
chance to race away down the right 
wing and put in a pin point low 
cross to Oscar Ortiz who left- 
footed his shot inches wide. 


Five minutes from half-time, the 
match almost broke into an open 
fight when Git elbowed Kempes in 
the face and was Immediately sur- 
rounded by a crowd of angry 
Argentine players including goal- 
keeper Fillol. 


The referee got between the 
players and three minutes later he 
brought out the yellow card for the 
first time for Chicao who was guilty 
of another particularly vicious 
tackle on Kempes. 


Ardiles meanwhile was writhing 
on the ground after slipping on the 
greasy turf. 


Team manager Cesar Menotti 
was just preparing to replace him 
by Ricardo Villa when the whistle 
went for half time 


At the start of the second: half, 
Villa came on for the injured Ar- 
difes in the Argentine side. 


Vila was on the pitch only two 
minutes before he was also shown 
the yellow card by the referee 
when he tackled over the ball 
against Batista. 


Roberto then falled to capitalise 
on Brazil's best chance to date 
when he was put clear by Dircen 
but blasted his shot straight at a 
desperately diving Fillol from 
close range. 


After 60 minutes Alonso came 
on in the Argentine side for Oscar 
Ortiz 


After 66 minutes the referee 
brought out the yellow card again 
when Edinho kicked the ball

A minute tater Edinho got

Argentina . . "is incessant, with women and children joining the 
menfolk in the celebrations. 

So far the finals have been fairly trouble free. The whole event 
has run like’ clockwork, from the spectacular opening 
ceremony, which included 1700 young gymnasts forming the 
symbol of the finals, to the complex traffic control around the 
venues. 

On top of the perfect organisation, the Argentinian people 
have added their charm and warmth, making the scene very 
pleasant for the visitors.

The police guards salute the journalists, who in turn co- 
Operate with the guards at alt times. 

Last week the president of Argentina, along with other 
government ministers, made an appearance during one of the 
games. All of the official party were in civilian dress — there was 
nothing military. 

The finals are being used the government to restore 
Argentina’s image in the eyes of the world. Afier a decade of 
political coups and terrorist violence, the Argentinians are try- 
ing to show that the country can be peaceful and nappy 

Scotland, which has left the Argentine after being eliminated, 
has been by far the most controversial and outspoken team In 
the finals. Even before the team’s shock 1-3 defeat by Peru, the 
Scots were in the news. 

Three players, who were making their way back to the team 
camp after a night on the town, found they were locked oul. 
They tried to scale the high wire fenco surrounding the camp 
but ran into trouble when guards spotted them. The situation 
was sorted out, but brought an outburst from team manager 
Ally McLeod, 

“We are not here to win friends,” growled McLeod, “We are 


here to win the World Cup.” The Scots did neither. 

Later McLeod said his tsam's poor showing wasn't because 
of the players’ drinking habits or having late nights, as had bean 
mentioned in the press. 

However, in spite of what McLeod said, mambers of the Scot- 
tish party were frequently seen late at night in Alta Gracia, the 
famous oightclub and restaurant district. 

Even though Australia didn't quallfy for the finals, several 
people seem to think the Socceroos DID get to Argentina. The 
trouble started after AUSTRIA was confused with Australia. 
Georg= Ericson, the Swedish coach, was only one of many who 
mistook the Socceroos for the men from Europe. 

“| think Australia and Sweden are the ones most likely to 
qualify from group one,” sald Ericson. He meant Austria, which 
did quailfy for the second round, but his team finished third 
and was eliminated.

Bettega off,

lose form 


BUENOS AIRES. — Italy beat Austria 1-0 but the

The jtallans came out needing a 
good score against Austria to 
guard against a situation in which 
second round Group A could be 
decided by goal difference. 

Austria, beaten 5-1 last week by 
Holland, should theoretically have 
been easy victims. 

But all Italy’s old magic, which 
made them one of the most ex- 
citing teams in earlier matches, 
had vanished. 

Their winning goal came after 
only 13 minutes from centre 
forward Paolo Rossi, one of the 
few players to occasionally show 
his normal form. 

But for most of the rest of the 
match. the Italians looked a Strug- 
gling team and the plucky 
Austrians were very unlucky not to 
equalise, or even win, 

Nothing was more symptomatic 
of the Italian decline than the sub- 
Stitution of super striker Roberto 
Bettega in the 71st minute. 

Normally an inspiration for the 
whole team and a player who can 
make even the toughest defence 
tremble, he played badly 
throughout, frequently wasting 
passes 

in contrast, the Austrians played 
one of thelr best games in the com- 
petition with great mobility in at- 
tack, 

They will be bitterly disap- 
pointed that the defeat means the 
end of their World Cup expedition, 
ce now so surprisingly succes- 
sful. 

The Italians almost miraculously 
found a vein of top form as the 
Wotid Cup began, but the question 
now must be whether they lost Ht, 
again just as suddenly 

Their 0-0 draw with West Ger- 
many last week may have fatally 
destroyed their momentum, built 
up with three decisive first round 
victories. 

They must now try to overcome 
the enormous psychological effect 
of this drab performance and at- 
tempt to hit a new wave ot form for 
their most testing match against 
Holland tomorrow (Thursday). 

Only the Italian defence looked 
reasonably solid 

Tne midfield constantly made 
mistakes and the attack lacked all

It is not very often that one sees league 
leaders humbled by a lowly placed team. 
When it does happen, it is usually because

Meetings of the management 
committee are held once a month, 
and usually last about two hours. If 
you are not a member of the com- 
mittee, you may get special per- 
mission to attend and to address 
the members on some issue. This 
does not happen often. The 
meetings are otherwise “closed”, 
so that if your club does not have 
its own representative present, the 
likelihnood of your grievances be- 
ing heard is slight. But that is not as 
important an issue as the fact that 
this Is what it's all about ... 
grievances. The important deci- 
sions have usually been made 
before they are brought to the at- 
tantion of the MLMC, which then 
generally acts as arubber stamp to 
endorse such decisions.

held as onthe there Is rarely a 


full committee present, probably 
due to the fact that meetings are 
held on a Tuesday night 
(training?), and as mentioned 
earlier, due to the pressures of 
time on already-active people. 


What can be done? 


| think the problem lies in the 
fact that, to be elected onto the 
MLMC, you must either be a 
member of a particular club, or be 
an independent person nominated 
by a club. This cuts out people who 
have an interest in soccer general- 
ly, or in a number of clubs in a 
specific area, who are unlikely to 
be nominated by any one club 
because of the “pecuniary Interest” 
nature of the MLMC. 


Yet a person elected through 
constitutional channels at the pre- 
sent time can quite easily resign 
from the club for which he acted as 
a delegate, and still retain his post- 
tion on the management commit- 
tee without the stigma of having to 
be discreet In terms of club 
representation.

This was revealed by 
tenacious JUST mid- 
fielder Mirko Rujevic. 


“Schintler Reserve is in a shocking 
condition,” said Mirko. “It's very 
bumpy, and that doesn't help the 
team’s style of pushing the ball 
around with short passes. Not one of 
us likes playing there. 


“The team plays much better at 
Middle Park and Olympic Park 
because those grounds have good 
surfaces. Schintler was all right for a 
couple of games after the pitch was 
re-surfaced but now it's no good.” 


The players’ dislike of their home 
ground is reflected in the side's poor 
showing In games at the reserve. In 
five games, JUST has suffered three 
defeats (0-1 Newcastle KB Utd, 1-2 v 
Fitzroy Alexander, 0-1 v Adelaide 
Juventus) and managed to win only 
two points (1-1 v Eastern Suburbs 
Hakoah, 2-2 v Brisbane City).

A familiar sight during JUST 
games is Rujevic, socks rolled down 
to his ankles, running non-stop in the 
midfield with an intense look on his 
face, tackling sometimes players 
twice his size. 


“Sure | fight for every ball,” said 
Mirko, “and I'm not scared to go into 
a hard challenge. When | was a 
centre forward (he switched to mid- 
field six seasons ago) I'd always geta 
few goals because I'd chase all the 
time.” 


However, if Rujevic is made out to 
sound like just a battler with brawn 
and no brain, then that impression is 
totally wrong. Many people will be 
surprised to find that Rujevic was a 
chess wiz as a youth! 


“l used to love both chess and soc- 
cer,” said Rujevic, “but | couldn't 
decide which | liked better, so | tried 
to do well at both. However, if | had 
given up chess | would've been a 
much better soccer player.” 


Mirko told of the time he was play- 
ing an important soccer match with 
his club, Novisad, which was in the 
Yugoslav second division. As soon as 
the game was over he rushed to the 


_ airport to catch a plane to take him to 


“| was really mad for both games,” 
said Mirko. “When | was young | 
would play chess from 10 o'clock in 
the morning until two in the after- 
noon. Then | would ride my bicycle a 
couple of miles to where I'd play soc- 
cer for the rest of the day.” 


It was a stroke of bad luck in 1964 
that put a temporary end to Mirko’s 
aspirations to be a top chess player. 


“The Junior Chess World Cup in 
Barcelona was coming up,” said Ru- 
jevic, “and everyone was saying | had 
a good future in chess and would 
make the Yugoslav team. However, |! 
missed out and was very disap- 
pointed. 


Mirko was 18 at that time, but later 
his tove for chess overtook his love 
for soccer, and he retired from. the 
latter for 1%2 years. 


Proof of the man’s versatility came 
later when he returned to soccer and 
became captain of the Third division 
club he Joined. 

“| had a very good position with 
that club,” said Mirko, “but later | 
moved to Novisad.” 

However, even though Mirko has 
had a reasonably successful soccer 
career, he feels he could've done 
even better. 

“In one junior team | played in,” he 
said, “was a player named Alexsic 
Nectickosic, who later went on to 
play for Yugoslavia in a full inter- 
national. However, he wasn't really 
talented, he just worked hard. When 
he said to me that one day he would 
represent his country | just laughed at 
him, 

“My problem was that | didn’t put 
my heart into training. Hf the coach 
ordered 15 push-ups, I'd do nine or 
ten, then stop. However, Alexsic 
would do 20, and his hard work got 
him to the top. 

“! couldn't see the point of training 
hard. | just wanted to kick the ball 
around and play.” 

tn 1970, Rujevic received an offer 
to come to Australia from an official 
from JUST, who was in Yugoslavia on 
holiday. 

“said 1 would go,” said Mirko, “but 
really 1 wasn't sure. However, | don't 
tegret coming to Australia. I'm very 
happy with life here, and have an 
Australian wife, Vera.” 

One thing the venture Down Under 
did for Rujevic was make him con- 
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“Chess in Australia isn't as popular 
as It is in Yugoslavia,” said Mirko, “so 
chess is just my hobby now.” 


Since arriving, Rujevic has been a 
part of JUST. His determined play 
won him selection for Victoria, as well 
as the spoils of the club’s many 
achievements in domestic soccer. 


He has represented the State 10 
times, the most memorable games 
being against Cruzeiro of Brazil, 
Dundee and Glasgow Rangers (both 
of Scotland). 


“Cruzelro was the tops,” said 
Mirko. “Some of the team's players 
were incredible, especially Tostao 
who played in the 1970 World Cup 
final for Brazil against Italy.” 


However, a knee injury sustained 
in @ game fcr Victoria against 
Australia ‘B’ put Rujevic out of soccer 
for a while. 


“lL can't remember who kicked me,” 
said Mirko, “but after that | couldn't 
tun at full pace. | saw some 
specialists and they sald I'd better 
have an operation. | didn’t like that 
idea.” 

Disregarding doctors’ advice, Ru- 
jevic started training on his own dur- 
ing the close season. Then in March 
he started training with the team 
again. Amazingly, Mirko fought back 
and recovered fully from the injury 
without much treatment. 

Over the years, Mirko has played 
with some great players at JUST. The 
names Micic, Buljevic, Zoraja spring 
to mind, and not surprisingly, Mirko 
says Frank Micic was the best he’s 
seen at JUST. 

“| hardly ever saw Frank play a bad 
game,” said Mirko. “Others, like 
Branko Buljevic, could be brilliant 
every so often, but Frank was good all 
the time.” 

Rujevic has stated the reasons for 
JUST's poor form at Schintler 
Reserve, and says that a lot of other 
points have been lost because of the 
team’s lack of a striker, and because 
of bad luck. 

“The team has played really badly 
only once this season,” said Mirko. 
“That was against Brisbane City (in 
Brisbane) when we had about five 
players out injured.” 

Hopefully JUST will be able to get a 
few wins that will lift it Into the top half 
of the ladder. At the moment, 
Footstray is the only Melbourne 
P.S.L. club that Isn't in the top half of 
the table. However, with Mirko Ru- 
jevic in the fray, JUST won't go down
